2. (Original) The method of Claim 1, wherein the cell proliferative disorder is 
selected from the group consisting of cancer, Alzheimer's disease, viral infections, auto- 
immune diseases and neurodegenerative disorders. 

3. (Original) The method of Claim 2, wherein the cancer is selected from the group 
consisting of carcinoma, squamous cell carcinoma, hematopoietic tumors of myeloid or 
lymphoid lineage, tumors of mesenchymal origin, tumors of the central and peripheral 
nervous system, melanoma, seminoma, teratocarcinoma, osteosarcoma, xenoderoma 
pigmentosum, keratoctanthoma, thyroid follicular cancer, and Kaposi's sarcoma. 

4. (Original) The method of Claim 1, wherein the cell proliferative disorder is 
selected from the group consisting of benign prostate hyperplasia, familial adenomatosis 
polyposis, neuro-fibromatosis, psoriasis, vascular smooth cell proliferation associated with 
atherosclerosis, pulmonary fibrosis, arthritis glomerulonephritis, and post-surgical stenosis 
and restenosis. 
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5. (Original) The method of Claim 1 • which provides tumor angiogenesis and 
metastasis inhibition. 

6. (Original) The method of Claim 1, which provides cell cycle inhibition or 
cdk/cyclin dependent inhibition. 

7. (Original) The method of Claim 1, further comprising subjecting the mammal in 
need thereof with a radiation therapy or chemotherapy regimen in combination with at least 
one cytostatic or cytotoxic agent. 

8. (Original) The method of Claim 1 , wherein R is C 3 -C 6 cycloalkyl optionally 
substituted with a straight or branched G-C 6 alkyl group. 

9. (Original) The method of Claim 1, wherein 

R is a C 3 -C 6 cycloalkyl or an optionally substituted straight or branched C1-C4 alkyl 
group, a cycloalkyl group, an aryl group or an arylalkyl group;

16. (Original) The 3-ureido-pyrazole derivative of Claim 15, wherein 

R is a C 3 -C 6 cycloalkyl or an optionally substituted straight or branched C1-C4 alkyl 
group, a cycloalkyl group, an aryl group or an arylalkyl group; 

Ri is a C]-C 4 alkyl group or a phenyl, phenylalkyl, heteroaryl, heteroarylalkyl or 
heterocyclyl group, which is optionally substituted as defined in Claim 15; 

or a pharmaceutical^ acceptable salt thereof. 

17. (Original) The 3-ureido-pyrazole derivative of Claim 15, wherein 
R is a C 3 -C 6 cycloalkyl; 

Ri is a Ci-C 4 alkyl group substituted by hydroxy or amino, or is an aryl, arylalkyl, 
heterocyclyl or heterocyclylalkyl, wherein the aryl or heterocyclyl moiety is selected from the 
group consisting of phenyl or optionally benzocondensed pyiridine, indole, thiophene, 
thiazole, isoxazole, furane, piperidine, morpholine, each optionally further substituted; 

or a pharmaceutical^ acceptable salt thereof. 

18. (Currently Amended) The 3-ureido-pyrazole derivative of Claim 15, wherein Rj 
and R 2 , together with the nitrogen atom to which they are bonded, form an optionally 
substituted heterocyclyl ring..
